Yet, all too frequently this year, cheers are 
turning into jeers and abuse is being hurled 
at our players. Why? It seems that, when 
the ball is in our half, some people are not 
happy unless it is belted straight down to 
the other end of the field. The concept of a 
team build-up, holding on to possession, 
letting the team settle and moving from a 
defending position to an attacking one 
seems to be lost on the noisy minority. Per- 
haps we have been brainwashed by too 
many edited highlights of British soccer 
into expecting unceasing action. Remem- 
ber, what you see from Britain is at the 
most 40 or 50 minutes of the highlights of 
a match that takes 90 to 100 minutes. 

Come on, Canberra City fans; let’s all 
get behind the boys and Vic and show 
them what true support is all about. We 
have a most enviable record as the best sup- 
porters in Australia. The team has done re- 
markably well to date and looks set to con- 
tinue its success. Let us play our part and

help to keep Canberra City on top!

CORISON COMMENTS 

Here is a new Canberra riddle for you. 
When is a Bruce crowd not a crowd? The 
answer: When its effect becomes a fia- 
bility instead of an asset. Since Canberra 
City has played at Bruce, the attitude of 
the home crowd has normally been of tre- 
mendous support to the team. There has 
been a magnificent response when the team 
plays well and, rightly so, the crowd gives 
the home team a lot of stick when the 
team plays badly. But the crowd response 
at the recent West Adelaide game was all 
wrong. For some reason, the crowd forgot 
Vic Fernandez’s tactics — the total footbal! 
concept, the variation in buildup, the slow- 
ing down or the quickening of the attack as 
the occasion demanded. Instead, the crowd 
yelled for long balls, kick and rush, which 
really caused the team a lot of problems, 

The best feature of soccer for me is 
being able to read the game, to interpret 
what players are doing, to anticipate par- 
ticular movements, to relish individual 
skills, to delight in player flair and use of 
imagination. | was sadly disappointed by 
the attitude of sections of the crowd who 
attempted to interfere with this process. 
Both Vic Fernandez and the West Adel- 
aide coach, Tom Forde, made public state- 
ments about this attitude of our crowd. 
Fans should not heckle visiting teams and 
players, or jeer at their own team’s playing 
performance unless the playing standard 
is atrocious and players are not entertain- 
ing. The rousing ra-ra-ras are important for 
morale, for improving performance, and 
for providing atmosphere. The other sort 
of attitude is undesirable.
